Old Fashioned Itemed irs Fail; Driven 
To Honpital After His Jaws Dock, 
Hut Is Too Late. 


William 
T. 
Hartzell, 
prominent 
young farm er and dairym an on the old 
Hartzell farm west of town, in Cum­ 
berland township, died at the Annie 
M. W arner Hospital 
this morning 
from lockjaw as the result of stepping 
on a nail in the pig-pen about ten 
days ago. 
Mr. Hartzell, according to members 
of his family, pail little attention to 
the wound and at the time he applied 
old fashioned remedies, including a 
slice of bacon, and dismissed it from 
his mind. 
He did not consult a phy­ 
sician, they say. 
He suffered some from the injury 
but paid little attention to it, relatives 


B a y , until Thursday when his jaw s 
suddenly became locked a fte r tetanu s 
had set in. 
Im mediately 
he was 
seized with mild convulsions. 
He 
drove his own automobile to the hos­ 
pital and sought attention and it was 
only a fte r nurses and physicians in­ 
sisted strongly th a t his case was ex­ 
tremely serious that he was prevailed 
upon to remain at the hospital and 
give up his plans to attend the circus 
Thursday evening. 
Death Comes Quickly 
His suffering 
gradually 
became 
more acute and the convulsions more 
severe throughout the night and he 
died this morning at nine o’clock de­ 
spite every attention to alleviate his 
pain and all medical efforts to bring 
him perm anent relief. 
Mr. Hartzell was 36 years old and 
was widely and very favorably known 
throughout the county and especially 
in the vicinity of G ettysburg where 
he has conducted a successful dairy 
in connection with his farm . 
The 
number o f telephone calls received at 
The Times office, at the hospital and 
by his relatives reflected the shock of 
his m any friends of his sudden and 
unexpected death. 
Besides his widow and an adopted 
daughter, he is survived by five broth­ 
ers and one sister. 
They are John, 
Mahlon, Charles, Howard and Samuel 
Hartzell and Mr*. H arry Thomas. 
Warning Is Sounded 
Hospital authorities took occasion 
of the untimely death of Mr. H art­ 
zell to warn the people of the com ­ 
munity of the dangers of the slight 
wound and to strongly urge trained 
medical attention and 
care of the 
slightest cut or bruise. 
In discussing 
the dangers of tetanus, a prominent 
G ettysburg physician and 
surgeon 
called attention to the fact th at d u r­ 
ing the w ar every minor wound re­ 
ceived 1500 units of tetanus anti-toxin 
a t the time of the injury. 
He said 
furth er: 
“P u lin g the past several years, it 
has been the practice of all physicians, 
to give a preventative dose of a n ti­ 
toxin within 24 hours uftcr the slight­ 
est wound is received and to open the 
wound to the air. 
Tetanus germ s 
grow and thrive where there is no air 
and rapidly spread through the body 
resulting inevitably in death. 
“ Several years ago, the state went 
so far as to give free anti-toxin for 
tetanus and still gives the 1500-unit 
preventative dose free, but it has dis­ 
continued providing large 
curative 
doses free because it has been found 
that practically not a single well-de­ 
veloped ease in IOO can be cured with 
anti-toxin. 
“To cure tetanus, you m ust prevent 
it and an almost certain way to pre-* 
vefit it is to give it trained medical 
attention immediately after a wound 
is received,” this physician further 
stated. 
There has been one ease of tetanus 
cured at the local hospital since it was

While it w’as only four years ago, 
according lo resident* of that part of 
the county since the 17-year-locusts or 
cicadas infested the South .Mountain 
section of Adams county, they have 
made 
their 
unexpected 
appearance 
the ie and in the Blue Ridge Moun­ 
tains this year. 
Declaring 
th at 
“ lT-year-locusts” 
have no business to come out of the 
ground until the seventeen years are 
up, growers who fear heavy loss from 
the pests this year are at a loss to 
explain the hordes which have come 
out of their earth homes this year to 
buzz their noisy song and bore holes 
in the smaller twigs of fruit and other 
trees. 
One explanation w'hich has been of­ 
fered is that there are a number of 
cycles of the insects. 
While one par­ 
ticular brood spends approxim ately IT 
years in the ground before emerging 
as full grown insects to lay e g g s in 
the trees, it has been declared that 
there are several other broods which 
also require 17 years to develop but 
their periods fall in the odd years be­ 
tween the dates of emergence of the 
main brood of cicadas. 
Reports of the appearance of the in­ 
sects in the Pigeon Hills and west of 
there in Adams county were the first 
from th ’« 
lion to reach Gettysburg. 
Districts to the west now tell of 
the presence of the insects there in

vent to vivid fears as to the damage 
which they anticipate. 
One such re­ 
port which has been received here is 
to tin* following effect: 
“Never in tin* history of this section 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains were 
the locusts or cicadas so numerous 
as this year, 
“At Pen-Mar and for some distance 
beyond, one visiting the vicinity is 
confronted with a din of noise. 
The 
trees are infested by thousands of 
the posts, tin* flowers and shrubbery 
are being destroyed 
and 
the 
fruit 
grow ers fear that they will swarm 
into th** orchards near the mountain 
and destroy the growing fruit, 
A 
nu miler of cherry trees at tin* edge 
cf the mountain have already been 
attacked and the cherries ruined. 
“Mrs. I. N. Price, owner and pro­ 
prietor of the Grand View Hotel, Pen- 
Mar, was surprised the other morning 
when she arrived at her hotel to find 
the spacious porch literally covered 
with the locusts. 
She got a broom 
and 
receptacle 
and 
succeeded 
in 
sweeping un, it is reported, alm ost a 
bushel of the pests. 
Her flower beds, 
shrubbery and vines have been de­ 
stroyed. 
The ground in many places 
at Pen-Mar is just peppered with 
holes telling where the locusts have 
come out of their quarters. 
“Four years ago the mountain sec­ 
tion was infested with the pests that 
devastated almost everything that was 
green in the way of foliage, and left 
destruction in their wake, as far a< 
fruit and flowers were concerned. 
“This year there are greater num­ 
bers than ever known before. 
There 
are swarms of them throughout this 
portion of th** Bine Ridge resort sec­ 
tion from Pen-Mar 
Park 
to Buena 
V ista Springs, on to Monterey, Blue 
Ridge Summit and Charmian an*! be­ 
yond. 
The vegetation in the moun­ 
tains has taken on the semblance of 
a sieve or door screen. 
These locusts 
come out of the ground, from whence 
they are sunposed to lie buried in a 
sleep lasting seventeen years. 
“The leaves on the forest trees are 
literally covered with th** cicadas, and 
the tree trunk 
aft* one mass of the 
pe ts in a number of instances, 
It 
Ss said by old residents that they nev­ 
er saw so many of the locusts at one 
tim e before, or saw so many of them 
in dusters. 
Around rome of the trees 
in the vie nify of Pen-Mar Park on** 
can pick un a quart of tin* shells of 
the locusts, who have discarded their 
old shells for a cloak of brand new 
> ilk -like covering. 
“In the tree tops there is a din from 
the noise marie, and at intervals a 
click, click, click, which means that 
the locu ts ar** at work ut their de­ 
struction of the foliage arui branches. 
They tune and **ti ng th** leaves and 
branches so that they l»ecome with­ 
er ed and die, leaving a ntimlnm of the 
trees almost (mid of leaves. 
The lo­ 
custs remain on their mission of de­ 
ft ruction only a few weeks, and then 
they disappear ax m ysteriously us 
they apjieared.”

IKE Mary, the charming name of 
Katherine, has nu almost illimit­ 
able history, and its derivations and 
contractions are endless. 
It signifies 
pure, since it was first borne by a 
maiden 
martyr, 
whose 
name 
was 
chosen as the center of an allegory of 
intellectual 
religion. 
Katherine 
in 
Greek became Oatharina in the Latin 
tongue. 
Going further back, It can be 
found that this martyred Katherine 
was a virgin m artyr of Alexandria, 
whose history Is unknown. 
Some his­ 
torians 
credit 
her with 
being 
the 
daughter of a king of Egypt, but this 
contention 
cannot 
be substantiated. 
However it Is, K atherine’s purity and 
sanctity are unmistakable. 
The martyrdom of the original K ath­ 
erine Is recorded In literature and art 
—the .destruction of the wheels that 
were to have torn her asunder; lier 
martyrdom by the sword, and 
the 
translation of her body by angels to 
Mount Sinai, at whose foot stands a 
convent bearing her name, where she 
Is adored perpetually, are all familiar 
themes to the masters of pen and 
brush. 
Passing from the sublime to 
tile 
practical, 
the 
fireworks 
called 
(’atherine wheels are an allusion to 
the instruments of torture which were 
destroyed by lightning and the tiny 
Brown bird known as the Kittywren is 
so-called from association as her sa­ 
cred bird. 
The crusaders brought home the 
story of Katherine’s martyrdom and 
her name spread In fame throughout 
the West. 
The Italians had a Santa 
Cnterina of Sienna, whose influence 
was potent during the Middle ages, 
thus adding another link to the chain 
of sanctity which surrounds the name 
of Katherine. 
Another famous Katherine was the 
countess of Salisbury, heroine of the 
Garter. 
John of Gaunt had a daugh­ 
ter, who,' as queen <»f Castine, made 
Caterlna a favorite in Spain, whence 
It was returned to England with K ath­ 
erine of Aragon. Catherine de Valois, 
queen 
of 
Henry V, brought it 
to 
France. 
.Several of the queens of the 
much-married 
Henry VHI bore the 
name of Catherine.

are 
names of individual charm, yet they 
spring from Katherine and are really 
only translations, diminutives, and con­ 
tractions of that most popular of femi­ 
nine named. 
No name Is more univer­ 
sal than Katherine and her various 
derivatives, partly from association.

He can use 
the brake aud the throttle, but lie 
doesn t know how to take care of his 
engine. 
The ‘‘stop and start" man is never 
givou j| gyod locomotive or an im­ 
portant train. 
Life and property are 
too valuable to lie entrusted to igno- i 
ranee. 
To run a locomotive a man need not 
have a technical education or know 
how to build one. 
But he must have 
a good understanding of the principle 
of steam power, of the mechanism of 
the air brake. 
And lie must, if he Is 
worth his salt, know how to care for 
his engine so that, while it is In his 
charge, it will be most efficient. 
Every hum an being lives and moves 
in a machine far more complicated 
than the most modern locomotive. And 
ninety-nine men out of a 
hundred 
know no more about this machine 
than the "stop aud sta rt” engineer 
knows about his locomotive. 
It is no wonder that so many human 
locomotives spend so much time iii Hie 
hospital repair shop. or break down 
and 
become 
worthless 
long 
before 
they should. 
How it is constructed, how it should 
be operated, what kind of fuel aud 
how much of ii is required for the 
beat results—all these are profound 
mysteries, even to men who can con- : 
Jugate Latin verbs or know the names 
of 
the 
Roman 
emperors 
in 
their 
order. 
It is natural to desire long life. 
It I 
is pleasant to

Electric Service Facts 


The new high tension line from Hanover to Gettysburg by way 
of the Lincoln Highway has reached the place where the completion 
of this task is in sight. 


Next Sunday morning we expect to place a portion of this line in 
service. The remaining work, to be completed, consists of installa­ 
tion of hi^h tension sub-station equipment at both the generating 
and receiving ends. 


This latter part of construction is of necessitv •* slow process 
due to the fact that the service ca be interrupted for only short 
intervals and the new equipment must be.placed in service gradual­ 
ly as the installation progresses. 


While this other work is being accomplished, it will be necessary 
to interrupt service from daybreak until six. o’clock in the morning 
on Sunday on two or three occasions. 


We trust the public will not be seriously inconveninced by these 
interruptions and will be patient until this work is completed.
